I t has stane lar^e 
wholesale houses, but uoik» of them 
report business rushing*. 
While Kan- 
sas has been experimentiug with pro- 
hibition and thereby retarding the 
growth of her cities, KansnH City and 
St. Josei^h, in Missouri, and Omaha, 
in Nebraska, have bepu pushiui^ ahead • 
at an astonishinp* rate and leaving At- 
chison and Leavenworth, their old ri- 
vals, far in the rear. 


Atchison has not grown a bit dur- 
ng the pjist eight years, since prohi- 
bition wuit into effect, tjiough it has 
improved considerablj'. 
Stores which 
fm'nierly bn^ught $1,0D0 p.-year rent 
now stand idle, awaitiii^ a tenent at 
$200. 
The place has a vc^T Cjuiet, not 
I to say dead look, quite unhke \vhat 
one expects to find in a well establish- 
ed western city. 
Talks with luading- 
men show that they are almost to a 
man opposed to prohibition, and that 
it has hurt Kansas. 


VIKWS OF A DEMOCIUTXO PROUiniTIONIST. 


li. p. Waggener, the leading lawyer 
of Atchison and t h e ^ o ^ r a l counsel 
for the Missouri Paciiic Railroad sj's- 
tem, was one of the few Democrats 
who pubhcly advocated pi uhibitioa 
when it was adopted. 


"I am now convinced that it is a 
failure," said he, in speaking of its ef- 
fects. 
is impractical in cities, and 
has done a great deal to retard busi- 
ness and immigration. 
I hear that at 
Castle Garden the ai^rents of other 
States are quick to make'known Kan- 
sas prohibitiiiU laws to new-comers 
and induce them not to come hei'e. 
Then it builds up n system of spies, 
of joints and of general hvpocrisy, all 
of which are bad for the community. 


"Prohibition in Kansas is really 
what has given such a boom to Kan- 
sas City, in Missouri. 
It drove out of 
this State a great many wholesale 
dealers and others who went to tliat 
city and began to boom it. The re- 
sult is that it has now ¿/one far be- 
yond anyplace in Kansas and uo city 
in this State can ho]je to rival it. 
Then, too, prohibition has depreciated 
' values liere. 
A good many petjplo 
who don't believe in such laws, but 
I who are orderly and law observing, 
have moved away, pi'eferlng to go to 
other cities where there is ni* such re- 
striction on their liberty."

Bessemer to use wire gauz.e trap's and a 
ipray of water to purify the sugar in 
place of the clay plasters, and thus to 
ivash out the coloring matter more easily 
and effectively. 'J'his story shows how the 
perceptive mind may learn 
invaluable 
.essons from some of the simplest occur- 
rences which are going on about him and 
311 the soul of the farmer's boy, 
even, 
[vith hopes of future greatness.

Ilcrctofon 
there has been a general concurrencc ii 
the belief that the rain sujti^ly was greatl] 
endangered, but more recent expcrieneei 
have tended to shake belief in that theory 
Other bad effects were also supposed t( 
result, and for tills reason information, 
gathered from a State where the clearinj 
up has been of a most extensive character! 
vnW be of general interest. 


In answer to questions on this subject 
sent out by the ]\Iichigan Forestry Com- 
mission to intelligent observers in someoi 
the southern counties of the State the fol 
lowing brief abstract from the replies re* 
ceivecl will serve to show their general 
character: (1) 'Q^eaches and the 
mon 
tender apples, once hardy, are not able tc 
resist the recent hard winters. 
I thinli 
this colder climate is due to the remova' 
of forests. 
If the springs, 
brooks and 
rivers have changed I have not noticed 
it." 
(2) »'There is a belief that we hav< 
more frequent and severe winds 
thai 
when the country was newer. 
Formerlj 
there was a gi-adual warming up oi 
things 
as 
"winter 
merged 
into 
spring. 
In 
latter 
years 
we 
bavi 
more sudden 
changes, with a greatei 
range of temperature." 
(3) "I concede 
that deforestation has 
let 
down 
the 
forces of the upper air current 100'feet 
or so and that it is five degrees colder foi 
want of forest protection." 
(4) 
sudden changes and the extreme droughts 
of the past ten years or more are, in my 
opinion, the efi'pct of 
deforestation.'* 
(5) ''In 
1828 the whole interior 
oi 
Michigan was a dense forest. 
Down to 
about 1854 peaches had been a certain 
crop. 
Since about that period the fruit- 
buds have been winter-killed at least three 
3'ears out of five, evincing the fact that 
as the forests disap])eared temperatures 
reached lower 
extremes." 
(6) 
"The 
tendency seems to be for winter weathei 
_ to continue later into the spring months, 
and for autumn weather to continue much 
later than formerly. 
Orchard crops are 
much less certain." 
(7) ''Deforestation 
is causing drought, 
less rainfall and 
heavier and more frequent winds. 
It has 
also caused the failure of many springs 
and shallow wells." 
(8) '^Heavy and 
destructive winds more frequent and se- 
vere; droughts more frequent and of 
longer continuance; heat of summer and 
cold of winter often more intense."—JS'ew 
York World.

TLANTIKG FOn HONEY. 


This subject is just now receiving much 
attention. 
The 
Weste?'7i Beeheepei^ says 
that the attempt; to make more reliable 
and more profitable an already remunera- 
tive pursuit by planting for honey, is only 
in keeping with the progress that apicul- 
ture has made; and if the unfavorable sea- 
son just past has developed nothing more 
than to show the desii-ability of artificial 
pasturage, 1888 will have no unimport- 
ant place in its development. 


We believe that much lies in store for 
our industry resulting from experiments 
in this direction. 


While our country is abundant in natu- 
ral fiora, every section having its fiowers 
peculiar to it that bloom at diiierent times 
in the year, it may be seen that a longer 
succession of bloom can be had by the 
propagation of difi'erent jilants. Not only 
so, but plants that are deep rooted and 
particularly adapted to dry countries, may 
be equally well adapted to dry seasons. 
Allow me to conjecture that if the en- 
thusiasm would be put in this direction 
that has marked other departures of the 
business, we would be surprised at the re- 
sults. Flowers that now "bloom unseen," 
60 far as their practical adoption by the 
bee-keeping fraternity is concerned, would 
bo brought into prominence. 
Yes, flow- 
ers that to-day "waste their sweetness on 
tlie desert aii*" would bo cultivated for 
honey. 


Rightfully the Government is lending a 
helping hand ip this direction. 
It can 
afiord it better than an individual, and 
while we will watch with interest Pro- 
fessor Cook's acres of Kocky Jlountain 
bee plant, ühapman honey plant, pleurisy 
root, and others, we would not depreciate 
the importance of individual experiment- 
ing and research. 


Almost every bee-keeper naturally be- 
comes and should bo a botanist, and in- 
vestigate fully the merits of the flora of 
his vicmity, and those that would thrive 
fo advantage, and not only investigate 
but let tlio results of liis investigations bo 
known.

The Cap'tain and the higher officers on 
board the first-class liners come in for a 
general share of pros|->erity in the spring 
of the year by giving uj) their rooms, 
wliich arc among the best on the ship, 
to people who are willing to pay for them. 
These deck cabins are very desirable, es- 
pecially where there is a family party. 
The Captain's cabin costs one or two 
hxmdrcd dollars extra, which h6 divides 
wnth the company. 
The first, second, 
third and fourth officers and the first en- 
gineer ai'c among those whose rooms may 
be thus obtained. 
These individuals are 
generally very glad to give them up and 
find a place for the voyage somewhere in 
the depths of tlie ship. 
There are nearly 
three hundred persons in the crew of a 
vessel of the first class, among them be- 
ing the Captain, six officers, the purser, 
the surgeon, who is compelled by British 
law to be there, and receives fees from 
passengers; forty-six seamen, twelve en- 
gineers, seventy-two stewarts, six stew- 
ardesses, twenty-four 
cooks and 
112 
firemen. 


There is not a vessel on the ocean that 
can seat more than 250 people in the 
main dining-room. 
For this reason there 
nro two dinners served when the passenger 
list runs above that number, and you are 
nsked at the office whether you prefer the 
first or second dinner—one at 5:30, the 
other at 7—and this, with the number of 
your room,is put on the purser's list with 
the number of your place at table, and 
when it is once fixed no change will be 
made. 
An officer presides at each of the 
main tables, and the highest honor is to ^ 
sit at the Captain's table—if possible,on 
his right or left—and great tact is re- 
quired to arrange the seats satisfactorily 
and give no cause for jealousy among the 
passengers. 


The perishable food only is bought in 
this country, and such things a^ melons, 
oysters, peaches, cigars, tomatoes 
and 
other articles that are cheaper and better 
here than abroad, 
together with 
the 
necessary supply 
of coal to earry 
the 
ship across the Atlantic. 
All of 
the 
groceries and wines are purchased on the 
other side, the supply being laid in for 
the round trip. 


When a vessel of the first class is lying 
at her dock in New York in the spring 
months with nearly a thousand people to 
feed for seven or eight days, she lays in 
an enormous amount of provisions, which 
are put in the ice room. 
Of fresh beef 
the usual amount is 15,0U0 pounds, with 
760 pounds of corned beef, 5230 pounds 
of mutton, 
S50 pounds of Iamb, 850 
pounds of veal and the same amount of 
pork, and about 2000 pounds of fresh 
fish. 
These figures may well make the 
thrifty housewife stare in open-eyed won- 
der. 
What could she do with the fifteen 
tons of potatoes put aboard every ten 
days? 
These ocean greyhounds are well 
suppled with game, as the list of the 
head cook, which was recently seen by 
the writei-, sJiowed 200 brace of grouse as 
being put aboard for a single voyage, 
with 600 fowls, 300 chickens, 100 ducks, 
50 geese and 80 turkeys, 
besides 30 
hampers of vegetables, 220 quarts of ice 
cream, 1000 quarts of milk and H,500 


It is said that if the ocean dried up, 
you could trace the route of the trans- i 
atlantic steamers by rows of empty cham- , 
pagne bottles between here and Europe, 
which is not surprising, seeing that the 
Cunard Line alone uses about twenty-six 
thousand bottles of champagne per year. | 
The bar is a most important department 
on a large passenger ship, and the profit 
from this source is said to often exceed 
§5000 from one trip. 
All of its goods 
are put on at Liverpool for the round 
trip, or at Havre or Bremen, 
The con- 
sumption ,for one voyage includes 1100 
bottles of champagne, 850 bottles of 
claret, 0000 bottles of ale, 2500 of porter, 
1500 of mineral water and 650 bottles of 
various spirits. 
Lemons are used on an 
average of 1-J- per head per day, apples 
2|- per head per day, and oranges at the 
rate of three per head per day. 
Tlie 
groceries for the round trip include 050 
pounds of tea, 1200 of cofl-'ee, 1600 of 
white sugar, 2800 of moist sugar and 750 
of pulverized sugar. 


The round trip takes- twenty-two days, 
during only one-half of wliich are the 
passengers aboard; yet it consumes oj; one 
ship 1500 pounds of cheese, 2000 pounds 
of butter, 3500 pounds of ham, and 1000 
pounds of bacon. 
Kough weather is ex- 
pensive to the steamship company in the

Cast Hoiiest Votes. 


If any person or persons or any asso- 


ciation. political or otherwise, have an 
idea that it would be either safe or prof- 
itable to attempt to buy votes at the 
election on June 10, or if any voters 
contemplate selling their votes at that 
time, they should arst read the follow- 
ing Saw passed by the late Legislature 
just before Its adjournment and intend- 
ed to prevent bribery on that occasion. 
The act, which was approved May 9, 
reads as follows: 


Be it enacted by the Senate and 


House of Representatives of the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania in General 
Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted 
by the authority of the same, that any 
person who shall give or promise or of- 
fer to give to an elector any money re- 
ward or other valuable consideration 
for his vote at any election held for the 
purpose of voting on an amendment to 
the Constitution, or any other public 
purpose, or for withholding the same, 
or who shall give or promise to give such 
consideration to any other person or 
party for such elector's vote, or for the 
withholding thereof, and any elector ' 
who shall receive for himself or for an- 
other any money reward or other valu- 
able consideration for his vote at such 
election, or for withholding the same, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction thereof shall pay a fine 
not exceeding £1,000 and undergo Im- 
prisonment not exceeding one year.

The Song birds are to be protect- 
ed. 
The bill for this purpose, recent- 
ly passed by the Legislature, has been 
signed by the Governor. It prohibits 
the killing of "any bird of song or 
any linnet, blue bird, yellow hummer, 
yellow bird, grass bird, humming 
bird, wren, robin, meadow lark, dovo, 
night hawk or starling, or any wild 
bird other than a game bird.

shall any person purchase, or have in 
possession or expose for sale any such 
song or wild bird, or any part there- 
of, after the same shall have been kill- 
ed." The act also imposes a fine of 
from $10 to $50, or imprisonment of 
from five to thirty days. The English 
sparrow is not included in the act, 
and can be killed whenever and wher- 
ever he can be found.

seen from due study of the statistics. In 
spite of the inroads made in some por- 
tions of the country by the use of natural 
gas as fuel the output in the States, 
which would naturally be most keenly 
affected, has been larger."

Choose a dull day, or at least 


a time when the sun is not. shining on 
the window, for when the sua shines on 
the window it causes it to dry streaked, 
no matter how much it is rubbed. 
Take 


a painter's brush and dust them inside 
and out. washing ail the woodwork in- 
side before touching the glass. The lat- 
ter must be washed simply in warm water 
diluted with ammonia; do not use soap. 
Use a small cloth with a pointed stick tc 
get the dust out of the corners; wipe dry 
with a soft piece of cotton cloth; do not 
use lines, as it makes the glass linty when 
drv. Polish with tissue paper or olc 
newspaper. You will find this can be 
done in half the time taken where soap is 
•used, and the result will be brigther win- 
dows.—Sew York Herald.

WASmNG WINDOWS. 


There is a right and wrong way to wash 
windows, and as tliis operation is usually 
dreaded, the following method will doubt- 
less be appreciated, as it saves both timo 
and labor: 
Choose a dull day, or at least 
a time when the sun is not. shining on 
the window, for when the sun shines on 
the window it causes it to dry streaked, 
no matter how much it is rubbed. 
Take 
a p a i n t e r ' s brush and dust them inside 
and out, washing all the woodwork in- 
side before touching the glass. 
The lat- 
ter must be washed shnply in warm v/ater 
diluted with ammonia; do not use soap. 
Use a small cloth with a pointed stick tc 
get the dust out of the corners; wipe dry 
with a soft piecc of cotton cloth; do not 
use linen, as it makes the glass linty when 
dry. 
Polish with tissue paper or old 
newspaper. 
You will find this can be 
done in half the time taken where soap is 
used, and the result will be brigther win- 
dows.—New 7orh

.The wings of turkeys, geese, 
ano 
chickens may be utilized, instead of be- 
ing thrown away or burned up, as is 
usually their fate. It is a recognized fact 
in the country that there is nothing bet- 
ter forbrusliing oil the stove or brushing 
up the hearth, but hero their valué ft 
usually s u p p o s e d to end. 
Few city bred 
people know they are useful for even these 
purposes. 
They are excellent to dust 
furniture with, unless it is highly poh 
ished, then they might scratch it, in 
which ciise, for pianos, etc., we would 
recommend the duster made from the 
line, soft feathers of the peacock. 
Foi 
gilt frames these dusters are also desira- 
ble. 
A cloth should never be used for 
dusting gilt frames, as that presses much 
of the dust into the uneven sm'face of 
the gilding. 
For washing windows there 
is nothing as good as wings, far excel- 
ling the ordinary scrub brush or even 
chamois skin. 
Cloth will leave lint in 
the corners of the glass, Avhich it is al- 
most 
impossible to 
entirely 
remove.
